ever c hanges in the McKinley tariff may 
now rie offered by tho party in power.

80, 189.', the shipments of wool from 
Australia increased liy no less than 485,- 
000 ba'.'js, or 32 per cent of the total 
quantity. 
During the year ended June 


80, 18!)!, there was an increase of 50,- 
000 bal»s additional, making the total 
increase in the Australian wool clip 
nearly .TOO,000 bales within four years. 


The consequence of this enormous 


growth in tlio Australian production 
has been a drop of 80 per cent in prices, 
and pr jtectiou alone has saved the 
American woolgrowera from being com- 
pelled to sell their wool for the some 
money. The Australian clip is liable 
to extraordinary 
and 
unprecedented 


growth in the tutiire, because artesian 
wells have been snnJt in New South 
Wales and Queensland, affording an 
abunda-it supply of pure water to irri- 
gate the arid lands of the tropics, thus 
doubling the capacity of the soil. 


The writer has lived and worked on a 


largo Australian sheep ranch in the 
north 01' Qneenalancl. There were 100,- 
000 she-JD running on 200,000 acres of 
land. 
One man, paid $5 per week and 


his ratinns of a little flour, tea, meat 
and sugar.cared for every 10,000 sheep. 
He had a horse that fed itself as the 
gheep did. The sheep lands of Australia 
flre valued at $5 per acre if they will not 
carry one sheep per acre, at $10 if car- 
rying one sheep, at $15 if carrying one 
and one-half sheep, and at $20 per acre 
if the lend carries two or more sheep. 


There are over 5,800.000 acres of 


land in one colony of Australia alone, 
held by only 148 persons, or 86,800 
acres to each person. The cheap value 
of the land has been shown. It is taxed 
at 134 per cent only after its value has 
reached $12,500, the 
amount below 


that not being taxed. Fanners in the 
United States cannot 
compete with 


these "robber barons" of Australia un- 
less the}' have protection.

One of the most valuable additions whic 


has evur been made to the Agussiz Mu 
Hcum of Comparative Zoology at Cam 
bridge is a collectiun of a,000 birds—mad 
by Mr. W. E. U. Scott—from the Unite 
States uud West Indies. About 100 
theH« are mounted, tbe remainder bein 
in tlie form technically known to natura 
ists as bird skins—that is, they look sim 
ply like dead birds, that can be niounte 
at any time. Kver nince Mr. Scott grac 
tinted from Harvard college in 1S73 tlii 
plan of making an ornithological collec 
lion ban been the great object of his life 
and to givu thin collection to (lie Agassi 
museum has been his desire, which isnow 
accomplished. 


Mr. Scott is, through hiH writings, on 


of tiie best known collectors of birds in th 
world, lie was one of the original mem 
hers of the Nutul club of Cambridge, anc 
his first paper before tliat hociety, entitlec 
"A Partial List of the Summer Birds o 
Kanuwlm County," was the lirst of th 
series which are now regularly publishec 
by the society. His first work, aud on 
that attracted attention in tlie whole or 
nitholoKical world, as well as the atten 
tion of astronomers, was brought abou 
by what seems now to be a (singular coin 
cidenco. Happening to he at one time in 
the observatory connected with Princeton 
college, he v as invited to look tbrougl 
the telescope at the moon. 
While doing 


so, he noticed what seemed to be a nuin 
ber of small objects flitting across the Iu 
rviinruiH dikk. 
JIB «nke(l\vhut they were 
and was informed that it wnH » common 
occurrence to see these birds flying across 
tlie rangeof the telescope. So common waf 
it, in faet, that the astornomera had pah 
no attention to the matter, but of course 
such an occun'ence invited the attention 
of ft man the main object of whose life was 
the observance of every point pertaining 
to birds and bird life. 


He liad heard time and again farmers anc 


backwoodsmen speak of tho sound of birds 
flying by night, and here was an actua! 
proof of the fact, as well as a chance to 
make a mathematical calculation on the 
subject, for, upon examination of tho sub- 
ject, it was found that, given the focal 
length of the lens and the other data 
which the astronomer could furnish, the 
flight of the birds could lie determined 
with some degree of accuracy. Aud not 
only this, but the kind of bird could be 
determined, because, as every one knows, 
each bird has its own peculiar method of 
flight, which could readily be determined 
against the bright disk of 1 he moon th rough 
a telescope. 


The final resnltof this circumstance was 


a paper upon the subject, which was trans- 
lated into nearly every modern language, 
and this method is now known as the 
"Scott method of determining the flight 
of birds by night." So highly are Mr. 
Scott,\s opinions valued upon matters per- 
taining to birds that the liritKh museum 
recently bought A collection made by him, 
of some 2,BOO Florida birds, at his own 
valuation, and without even seeing the 
collection. 


It was here in Florida that the writer 


met Mr. Scott, surrounded by his collec-' 
tious and implements for stuffing and 
keeping the birds. 
Kor years Mr. Scott 


has made as his specialty the study of 
Florida birds and has been indefatigable 
in his efforts to make his collection com- 
plete. He has now removed them to his 
home in Pocantico Hills, N. Y. The first 
point which the visitor notices, on seeing 
the collection, is the lifelike manner in 
which the birds are mounted. Instead of 
the conventional methods always em- 
ployed heretofore by professional taxider- 
mists, Mr. Scott lias brought out the pose 
of the bird in actual life. 


Nearly all collections of birds which 


have so far been mads have been built up 
upon an absolutely systematic basis. In 
the collection proposed for Harvard, the 
birds art; (o hi: remitted M.N lifuliho MM pow- 
siblo—that is to say, artistic—whileat the 
same time they shall lose nothing of their 
scientific value. Heretofore the external 
feature* of the bird have boen shown with 
the name attached to each specimen, indi- 
cating the species. The specimens have 
been displayed in rows, each one standing 
on a perch made from turned wood and 
Tshaped, either painted white or elsemade 
of hard wood, varnished. Such a method 
has always limited the portion in which 
the bird could be placed. The visitors to 
museums have wondered why every bird 
should be standing in just that particular 
way, with both feet firmly planted upon 
the perch, and looking for all the world as 
if he were one of an army. 


This is wholly artificial, and in contra- 


distinction to it birds should be mounted 
on simple, natural accessories. By such a 
method the warbler or the wren should be 
shown naturally balanced upon the sway- 
ing twig, and the woodpecker would be 
clinging to the trunk of a tree; the gull's 
environment would be a bit of the sea- 
shore, artificially represented. So it will 
be seen that the idea is for each bird to 
give a glimpse of the environment in which 
it lives. But these surroundings should 
always be a subordinate part of the exhi- 
bition, allowing the central figure of the 
epecimen to be the conspicuous object. 


The second point to bripg out |n this 


collection is the effect of physical environ- 
ment on such species as are now migratory 
and range uninterruptedly over large geo- 
graphical areas. This is to be done in con- 
nection with and by the aid of diagramat- 
io maps. To illustrate what is meant, the 
pommoq quail ranges from, Massachusetts 
to Florida and from the eastern coast to 
Pakota. 
Sportsmen who kill this bird in 


different parts of tbe country have fre- 
quently asked if they are different hirds 
and why those found in different parts of 
the country are smaller or larger, darker 
or lighter colored, as the case may be, at 
the different points where they are en- 
countered. 


Now, in this ppllection it is proposed to 


have B series of quail, specimens pf which 
shall be taken from the different localities 
mentioned and brought together.—Boston 
Herald. 


ANCIENT ADVERTISING. 


The Origin of the Uu-|IH;H» Architect of 


Today Lout la Aiitli,uiiy. 


For a science whore real development is 


of such comparatively recent origin, ad- 
vertising has a surprising perspective. If 
we place the broad'.st construction upon 
the term, we may 3ook in vain—among 
ancient historical rewords—for the first ad- 
vertisement. 
When it became necessary 


for a tribe or nation to convey a certain 
piece of information to a.li of its members, 
the natural means was the posting in a 
prominent place of an inscription. Thus 
the prototype of our modern signboard 
came into existence with the very dawn of 
civilization. It is known that in tha first 
days of the children of Israel tho ntter- 
ancen of kin£S and prophets were conveyed 
to the people through, tbe medium ot prim- 
itive signs. 


But the real significance of the word 


"advertisement" has come to be the tiso 
of publicity for business purposes—for the 
purpose of inducing trade. Adopting this 
meaning, the earliest advertisements were 
symbols bungs outside the doors of shops. 
In Rome a saw so placed indicated the 
carpenter; a bushel measure, the baker, 
and a branch of ivy—sacred to Bacchus— : 
marked the tavern. From this latter form 
of advertisement, we have our proverb, 
"Good wine needs no bush." 


The use of written characters in adver- 


tising for trade dates back at least 20 cen- 
turies. The excavations at Potnpeii have 
brought to light a sign at a street coiner 
which, being translated, reads, "Visit fhe 
inn of Lianus; turn to the right." The 
custom of advertising for lost articles also 
obtained then. Anothei inscription un- 
earthed in tbe buried city reads, l'A wine 
jar is lost from the inn; if. any one bring 
it back, there shall be given to him 65 ses- 
terces; if any one bring the thief who took 
it, double tbe sura will be given." 


That the wineshop should havo figured 


so conspicuously in the early history of 
advertising, wo may remark iu panning, is 
more of a reflection upon the people of 
those times than it is n discredit to the 
art of publicity. In fact, in no form of 
literature are the vices and virtues and 
customs of different eras more vividly por- 
trayed than in advertisements. Photo- 
graph tho shops of a nation and you have 
a correct idea of its methods of living. 
What does this BO well as an advertise- 
ment? It is the unedited voice of the peo- 
ple. 


As to the firstnewspaperadvertisemcnt, 


there is a, difference of opinion. Some 
credit it to the ancient paper The Mercu- 
rius Politicus, while others claim that a 
certain old journal supposed to have been 
printed in 1591, and on file in the British 
museum, deserves the honor. One of these 
pioneer advertisements is curious enougti 
to quote. It reads thus: 


'That excellent and by all physiciaa* 


approved Chinese drink called by the Chi- 
nese Toha, by other nations Tny, alias Te, 
is sold at the Sultane's HeadColTee House 
in Sweeting's Rents, by the I loyal Ex- 
change, London." 


Another early form of advertising was 


;he bellman or town crier, which still Jin;- 
istsin some old New Kngl;.*l towns.— 
John Irving Rumer's Jjuuluie.

Financial prostration was genera], 
and tho presence of debt was universal. 
[n New England fully one-fourth of 
the property went through the sheriff's 
nil], and tho prostration was scarcely 
less general elsewhere.

able. In New York, the leading mer- 
ihnnts, in 1817, united in a memorial 
o congress to Bave our commerce as 
well as our manufactures from utter 
ruin, by increasing the tariff duties."
